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A Homecoming Weekend, spon- 
sored by the Association of Alumni, 
will be held at the University this 
year during April 6, 7, 8. This will 
be the first time any such event has 
been attempted at Sir George. The 
Association of Alumni will in effect 
try to have its apathetic members 
return for a time to their Alma 
Mater. 

We wish to emphasize the word 

“apathetic”. For the past indicates 
that the average graduate of Sir 
George Williams is anything but 
enthusiastic about his college. He 
does not care, it seems, what is 
happening or what can happen at 
Sir George; he couldn’t care less 
whether the University expands or 
not; he is indifferent as to whether 
there is or is not a decent library at 
the college. In short, while the av- 
erage graduate is apathetic, some 
Zraduates are even ashamed of 
their former school. 

A recent campaign for funds to 
purchase books for the University 
hbrary recently fell flat on its face. 
Prior to the campaign it was con- 
servatively estimated that at least 
$25,000 would be collected from 
past students. But this conservative 
guess was greatly overestimated. 
Only $13,000 was collected.

proximately 5,200 people. Surely 
these ‘people should display some 
indebtedness to the college. The 
amount that the Association did col- 
lect was paltry, and was not even 
a fraction of what the graduate 
body should have contributed. This 
total amount is an insult to the in- 
tegrity of the University. 

Why is it, we ask ourselves, that 
the graduates are so lethargic? Is 
it because many of them have done 
graduate work at a more “promi- 
nent” university than Sir George, 
and thus consider themselves 
alumni of not SGWU, but of their 
later school? Is it because they 
have, either deliberately or other- 
wise, lost contact with Sir George? 

Sir George Williams Univer- 
sity’s administration and alumni 
ought to re-examine the whole 
structure insofar as its grad- 
uates are concerned. What prestige 
does SGW offer to the graduate 
so that he will wish to continue his 
association with it? What does the 
university expect of its graduates 
when they leave? Also, what is the 
real purpose of the Alumni, to the 
individual as well as to the Associa- 
tion? 

We would like our questions an- 
swered. 


A Liberal Liberal Party? 


The past weekend’s events in 
Ottawa may play a very decisive 
role in the Liberal Party’s quest 
of national power. One event in par- 
ticular may influence the Liberal 
party to get rid of its conservatism 
and become a truly liberal party. 


The event referred to is the re- 
signation from the New Democratic 
Party of its Parliamentary leader, 
Hazen Argue. Mr. Argue, the sec- 
ond prominent CCF member of 
Parliament to quit the party in 
recent years (the first being Mr. 
Ross Thatcher, presently leader of 
the Saskatchewan Liberal Party), 
recently was defeated for the Party 
leadership by Tommy Douglas, the 
then Saskatchewan Premier. Dur- 
ing the campaign for the NDP lead- 
ership it was clearly evident that 
while Douglas had the support of 
the trade unions Mr. Argue was 
the darling of the more Socialist 
element of the party. That Argue 
lost was not surprising, for he did 
not have the financial backing of 
the more wealthy elements of the 
party. 

Now that he has quit the NDP, 
and with federal backing coming 


soon, Argue is in all probability 
seeking party affiliation to aid in 
his battle in his future election. It is 
our belief and hope that the Li- 
berals will see fit to invite him into 
their party. The Liberals would 
then be able to secure many small 
“1” liberal votes which would been 
definitely lost to the New Demo- 
cratic Party had Mr. Argue not 
decided to resign, 


Of course the Liberals would 
have to — if they have not already 
done so — offer their new member 
some reward for his part in any 
future party victory at the polls. 
With James Gardiner dead, it seems 
most likely that Hazen Argue will 
be the next Liberal Minister of 
Agriculture. 

With a declared socialist in the 
Liberal cabinet surely the party 
would then have to change much of 
its conservative outlook and thus 
enact more dynamic measures. As 
far as the NDP is concerned, it 
may lose its chance to become the 
second political party. After all, 
with René Levesque and Hazen 


Argue in the Liberal Party, the 
New Democrats can’t very well call 
the Liberals that reactionary!

I write to you today, on 
the subject of student use 
of this Library, and as a 
result of discussions be- 
tween the Library Board 
and myself. Can we con- 
tinue our traditional open- 
door policy in our reference 
department, for those who 
neither live in Westmount 
or hold Library member- 
ship? 

The Board and I recog- 
nize that library resources 
in the Montreal area are 
limited, and we therefore 
want to avoid an outright 
refusal to give service. At 
the same time, student use 
is rising to the point at 
which we feel some restric- 
tions are nececsary. Our 
first obligation is to our 
own community, and must 
be met satisfactorily. 

This problem of balanc- 
ing student needs against 
those of the general public 


is of concern to many pub- 
lie libraries today, and 
much thought has been 
given to its solution.

It was brought to my at- 
tention by Mr. Hal Stanley 
(Comm. °62) that a ‘review 
and criticism’ of the ‘“Win- 
ter Carnival Variety Show” 
appeared in this week’s 
Georgian, in which I would 
like to stress my comments 
on. 


Firstly, as an experienced 
T.V. writer, comedy & show 
writer, and _ professional 
song writer with Southern 
Musie Publishing Company, 
I witnessed every act in the 
Show, nine to be exact (ex- 
cept the two which I parti- 
cipated in) from the audi- 
ence stand-point as a spec- 
tator. In all my experience 
with shows of same nature, 
I have never seen a more 
“professional and excellent” 
produced show. The audi- 
ence reaction towards the 
acts, the settings, the pro- 
duction numbers and the 
orchestrations was tremend- 
ous. The staging, the crew 
backstage and the lighting 
men worked well together 
as a great team; and I may 
quote Canada’s number one 
singing star, Michel Lou- 
vain, “I still don’t believe 
that the guys on the light- 
ing and controls are ama- 
teur’. He also went on to 
say that “the greatest col- 
lege audience to play for, 
and a real good bunch of 
acts who can turn to pro- 
fessional tomorrow”. 

I feel that every act from 
your school did well. One 
group, who received a poor 
response after a great pub- 


licity campaign (according 
to your wonderful report- 
ers) is actually under con- 
sideration for a major re- 
cording in the U.S. 
Secondly, I must admit 
that it is an error on the 
part of the show’s publicity 
committee that professional 
critics from Montreal's two 
large English newspapers 
were not invited to the 
great show which I term ‘a 
spectacular’, Instead, you 
had some real amateur writ- 
ers who probably cannot 
place a ‘want-ad’ correctly 
in the “Help Needed Badly” 
section of the Star. 


Let me brief you in on 
ONE THING in showbusi- 
ness. You must understand 
that in showbusiness, 50% 
of the act’s success depends 
on the ‘review’ it gets. It is 
the opinion of reporters 
that booking agents and 
promotors follow to book 
their acts. But these agents 
are not fools. They follow 
the reviews of reporters 
who know this game well; 
the hardships, the rehear- 
sals, the time put in to 
learn new material, the 
money spent on instruments 
and costumes which must 
show originality on the 
group’s behalf, and many 
more things. But, according 
to your reviews this week, 
most of the acts in the show 
should quit showbusiness.
